Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments received October 2, 2001 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Grube teaches away from the claimed invention, in that the 
measuring stations used are located at wireless subscriber units, and are not located at base 
stations. 

Grube uses wireless subscriber units as environmental measuring stations in order to 
provide a user of the terminal control as to when a detected hazardous condition should be made 
known to the user based on personal threshold values set by the user (col. 1, lines 52-62). 

The teachings in Grube are used in order to overcome prior art which teaches 
environmental sensors located at fixed locations (see col. 1, lines 14-46). 

Further, as admitted by the applicant, Grube also teaches that the sensors can be located 
in wireless units such as cell phones, portable radios, PDA's, or any other device that transmits 
data via a wireless communications path. Although applicant states that subsrciber units can 
never be base stations, it is well known in the art that base stations can be portable, which would 
then read on the sensors being located in portable radios. 

Therefore, based on the above remarks, the claims stand rejected.
